They drove 
the enemy *>ut of the rifle pits, a ui they 
forced their way aero« s the plain and seised 
the houses, and we are now masters of tne 
place, and most of my force will bivouac 
there. 
Right in the heat of action Mr. 
Ashley came back with another missive 
from Riel, as follows: 
“ ‘General: 
Your prompt answer to iuy 
note shows that I was right in mentioning 
the cause of humanity. 
We will gather our 
families in one place, and as soon as it is 
done I will let you know. 
I have, etc., 
“ ‘Louis David Riel.’ 
“On the envelope he had written as fol­ 
lows: 
*1 do not like the war, aad if you do 
not retreat, and refuse an interview, the 
q uestion remains the same concerning the 
prisoners.’

Under W hich the Postoffiee« Ma y Kx perl 
euce a C ha uge—Sa ints R eceiv e Cold 
Com fort from

la neous Notes from the Ca pita l. 


W ashington 
C it y, May 14.—Post mas tet 
General Vilas has issued a “confidential” 
circular to the Democratic members of con- 
gross, in which he makes 
suggestion« as t< 
the proper course to pursue in making 
official changes 
in his 
departm ent, and 
among other things says: 
In recommending for appointment, 1 beg 
the representative will state the age, busi­ 
ness and what kind of business ex[» erience, 
and a description of the business character 
of the applicant, and also of his habits and 
standing in the community. 
It would be 
well to tile evidence showing th at he will bo 
satisfactory to the community, and when 
there are various candidates 1 shall be 
obliged by any explanation which tbe repre­ 
sentative can give. 
This necessarily imposes a little trouble, 
and yet not very great, but it seom-t to ms 
reasonable to req uire very extraordinary 
care and trouble enough to be taken to rep­ 
resent surely the facts. 
The earliest remov­ 
als and appointments of this kind will chal­ 
lenge the keenest scrutiny. 
Tho former 
m ust be justifiable and tbe latter beyond 
criticism. 
Some mistakes have perhaps oc­ 
curred, und our adversaries are keenly in­ 
terested to make the most of every fault, 
because they have i>erceived a strong cur­ 
rent of general approbation of tbe purposes 
of tho.administration. 
In rendering this justice to our people, 
which consists of the removal of and sub­ 
stitution of our friends, I feel that it is very 
desirable to proceed with 
extreme care, 
and that I am correctly representing the 
president’s wishes and purposes in earnestly 
soliciting that every step may be taken ac­ 
cordingly. 
1 may odd that as the common 
good is infinitely beyond the welfare of any 
one person, however great his place, so a p­ 
pointment« , to further a mere personal end, 
should be absolutely forbidden, and recom­ 
mendations upon that basis may well ex­ 
pect disfavor. 
In another place he defines w hat “offensive 
partisanship” is as follows: 
I will req uire no more proof of partisan­ 
ship in these selections than the affirmation 
of Knowledge on the part of a representative 
or senator th at the postmaster has been an 
active editor or proprietor of 
a Repub­ 
lican newspaper printing 
offensive a rti­ 
cles, easily shown by slips; or a stump 
speaker, or member of a political commit­ 
tee, or officer of a campaign club, or organ­ 
izer of political meetings, or th at his office 
has been made the headq uarters of political 
work, or th at his clerks nave been put into 
the performance of political duties. 
Possi­ 
bly other acts of eq ual force inay be noted 
in some cases. If the representative does not 
know the fact, it should be established by 
some affidavit of some person whom he can 
affirm to be of unq uestioned credibility, or 
by some documentary evidence.

Ex-Congressman Gunter was, during the 
war, a proud and impressiv e officer.

way, but it was a well known fact that the 
clanking panoply and turkey-gobbler strut 
of war was to him quite as interesting as 
the 
gleam 
of 
the 
bayonet

‘‘cannon’s opening 
roar.’’ 
In 
January, 
1803, Gunter marched his men from the 
northwest down to the capital city. 
While 
tho men wero halted on the opposite bank of 
the riv er, Gunter went ov er into the town, 
and while there became acquainted with 
sev eral young ladies.

before arriv ing opposite the hotel on the 
balcony of which the ladies stood, one of 
the officers said:

Don’t open your mouths. 
Pass it along the 
l.a *.” 
The word was passed along. 
Gunter took 
off his hat, wav ed it and ex claimed: “ Three 
cheers for the ladies of Little Rock, J eff 
Dav is and the Southern Confederacy .”

Few educators deny that the Kinder­ 
garten fulfills its mission. 
It is to the 
New Education what the acorn is to the 
mighty oak.—the germ, the animating 
principle, the independent product of 
mutual dependence. Beginning here, the 
dev eloping process becomes the law’ of 
future progress. 
The New Education consists of noth­ 
ing more than normal dev elopment ac­ 
cording to the laws of psy chology '. 
It is 
opposed to the old method of pouring in 
great quantities of uncry stalized knowl­ 
edge, by which the wheels of thought be­ 
come clogged and the memory becomes 
ov erburdened. 
Instead, it giv es mental 
food adapted to the wants of the indi­ 
v idual, and in no greater quantities than 
can be digested and « « simulated. 
It does 
not force this food upon the rebellious or 
passiv e recipient, but skillfully leads the 
pupil to desire and grasp the necessary 
nourishment. 
The fundamental idea of the New Ed­ 
ucation is that well-dev eloped teachers 
shall guide and assist pupils to perfect 
self-dev elopment. 
In order to produce 
this result, the pupil must be lead from 
perception to reflection; that is from the 
simple to the compound, 
from the con­ 
crete to the abstract, from ex amples to 
rules, from farts to laws. 
It aims at the 
perfection of the phy sical, moral and in­ 
tellectual nature by cultiv ating the will, 
the reason and the imagination. 
It does not recognize any stereoty ped 
methods. 
The teacher is ex pected to 
study the nature of the pupils intrusted 
to his care, and then to adapt his meth­ 
od to his materials. 
It is the glory of 
the New Education that it asserts the in­ 
alienable rights of indiv iduality . 
But 
the absence of so called methods does 
not indicate an absence of method. 
On 
the contrary , it claims to hold the only 
logical method; but this, instead of being 
applicable So a single department of edu­ 
cation, embraces the whole subject. 
It 
is called the dev eloping method. 
As its 
name implies, this method does not take 
crude materials and create a monstrosity 
in the form of a shriv eled brain stuffed 
with miscellaneous knowledge, but it di­ 
rects a natural, v igorous, mental growth 
from the weakness of childhood to the 
strength and nobility of a perfect man­ 
hood. 
The effect of such an education is to 
produce thinkers instead of imitators, 
practical workers instead of v isionary 
dreamers, staunch citizens of a true Re­ 
public instead of cowardly cringers to a 
grinding despotism. 
When its princi­ 
ples are ev ery where triumphant, 
one 
grand result will be the elev ation of 
teaching to the front rank of the pro­ 
fessions; for, since in the New Education 
ev ery teacher to be successful must be n 
skillful psy chologist, incompetency will 
be compelled to leav e the field; and being 
thus reliev ed from debasing associations, 
the true dignity of the calling will be 
univ ersally recognized. 


GRECIAN EDUCATION- 


[ADA DEEDING.] 


Univ ersity life in ancient Athens was 
somewhat like that of Germany to-day . 
The head of the college, called Cosmetes 
or Rector, w’as appointed y early by pop­ 
ular election. 
He must be a man of 
wealth, as there were many ex penses 
which he could not well av oid. 
He often 
bore the ex penses of religious serv ices, 
pay ing for the v ictims for sacrifice. 
He 
subscribed toward offerings of silv er and 
plate to the gods, and when the wull of 
the gy mnasium fell, he rebuilt it, and the 
students 
gav e aim his statue 
as 
a 
testimonial (but he did not forget to pay 
for it). 
The Sophronistce were th'* mor­ 
al trainers; and besides these teachers, 
there were the professors of the different j 
branches, who deliv ered lectures. 
The j 
teacher marked out the student’s line of 
reading, watched ov er his progress, en- J 
couruged or reprov ed him. v isited him 
when sick, and thus 
the bond 
of union | 
was v ery close. 
The professors first lectured in the gym- 
nasia or public buildings; but as the neigh 
hors complained of the noise they made, J 
the schools gradually drew themselv es 
apart into separate buildings, and these 
took their names such a* the Lyceum, the 
Academy, 
fro m the gymnasia. 
P la to 1 
taught his pupils in a little garden near 
the sacred Eleusinian way, in the shady 
grav es of the Academy. 
Poleman. hi* 
successor, gathered his pupils around him 
and they listened to him as he walked un ( 
der the trees;—some ev en had their huts 
built there, to liv e as near as possible to 
his garden. 
Quite a number of the scholars were 
v ery poor,—one 
GTeanthes 
turned the 
miller s wheel by night to earn a scanty 
pittance, in order that he might hav e leis 
ure to attend the lecture courses. 
One 
sect, the Cy nics, tried to 
driv e the

j Zenon was bidden to carry a pot of por­

j pot and spilled the porridge ov er his 
| clothes.

Many of the pupils came from other 
countries, attended by their priv ate tu­ 
tors. 
The new student, on entering, 
chose the professor whose lectures he 
wished to attend; was ex amined and then 
he paid his fees. 
But all this was not so 
easily accomplished as may be supposed. 
The enthusiastic pupils had a v ery warm 
attachment for their professor, some of 
whom had ov er tw o‘thousand scholars; 
and each one desired v ery much to hav e 
the audience of his professor enlarged 
and liis fees increased. 
When any new 
student appeared, he was siezed by some 
enthusiast, carried to his home, and there 
persuaded to place himself upon the list 
of his professor. 
There was much discussion among the 
teachers whether they should rule by 
lov e or fear. 
Hemerius, the last great 
Professor 
of 
Rhetoric 
in 
Athens, 
used only gentle words. 
The following 
is the manner in which he rebuked his 
idle scholars: 
“ What v oice can charm 
y our ears like mine, what greatness be 
so winning in y our ey es, what birds of 
spring can sing so pleasantly as I do. 
wfliat choral harmony , 
what 
blended 
sound of flutes and pipes can touch y our 
souls as the simple accents of this v oice? 
I detest those guardians of y outh who 
cannot lead their flocks, like shepherds, 
by the music of their v oices, but threaten 
them with blows and w’hipphigs. 
My 
sheep—my nurselings—are to be guided 
by my eloquence to the grov es of the 
Muses. 
To lead them, I require no rod, 
but only melody . 
Music strengthens our 
mutual affection and harmony giv es the 
tone to my authority .” 
Libanius did not rely so much on the 
pow er of lov e, but at times used the rod, 
and often pelted the y outh with hard 
words. 
Many of the students remained in Ath­ 
ens a long time. 
Although quite a num­ 
ber w’ere v ery poor, y et at whatev er sac­ 
rifice of comfort, they stay ed on and 
found it v ery hard to tear themselv es 
away . 
Eurapius, who was v ery poor, 
remained fiv e y ears; Gregory was there 
for ten y ears. “ At length.” say s Gregory , 
“ the fatal day wTas come, and wflth it all 
the troubles 
of separation:—the 
last 
words of farewell, the last good wishes, 
the repeated leav e-takings, the sighs, the 
tears, the embracings. 
Nothing is so 
painful as for those w’ho hav e been fel- 
low-students to part at last from Athens 
and each other.” 
For centuries, Athens was noted as a 
seat of learning, but her sun w’as slowly 
but surely setting, and finally sank below 
the horizon when the edict of J ustinian, 
closed her schools;—the professors remov ­ 
ing to far off Persia, to seek in v ain the 
fav or w’hich had been denied them in the 
Roman Empire.

to walk upright on his hind legs. 
So you 
will observe, brothers, that we are only 
slightly and indirectly interested in that 
sort of language which is used by our 
neighbors in Ogle county.

g r ap h does not really care a snap how 
much you sec fit to abuse men high in of­ 
fice, but we do insist that you shall be 
consistant; hoping that you will not go to 
extremes when on such delicate work and, 
if possible, would have you avoid any 
sort of “ monkeying.”

it, but it is a fact that nearly all of the 
chewing gum consumed in the United State- 
and Vassar college comes from P.ttsburg. ’ 
“ Of what is this maidenly solaco com­ 
posed ?” asked tbe newfrpaper man. 
“ Why, it’s made from tar, an l the worst 
of tar. 
The Standard Oil company is a big 
thing on wheels when you talk about oil, but 
it is just as big, relatively speaking, wher 
you get into the province of chewiag gum. 
You see, they control nearly all the refiner­ 
ies, and it is front them that the gum is 
evolved, so to speak. The refineries take the 
residuum from the crude oil after the re­ 
fined article has been made and work it in 
an agitator, producing a certain grade of 
paraffine, a wax like substance. 
This is sent 
to two firms located in Boston and New 
York, who put it through another refin­ 
ing process, and then scent the stutf, cut it 
into small pieces,and then retail dealers take 
hold of it and make thousands of giddy girls 
happy with ‘somethin’ to chaw.5 
The wax, 
us loaded on the ears, is worth 17 cents a 
pound, but when put through the second 
refining process its cost is 30 cents a pound. 
1 supjK>se a pound of refined paraffine will 
suffice for the making of 200 pieces of chew- 
ing-guui; so the profit in the business is ap­ 
parent when you recollect that it retails for 
1 and 2 cents a stick.” 
“ How much o f the wax is shipped from 
Pittsburg weekly?” asked the reporter. 
“ Well, about fifty barrels per week. Some 
of it is used for fiuishing up insulated tele­ 
graph and telephone wires, some for making 
fancy candles ; but the best grades are used 
for making chewing-gum. 
In fact it can be 
safely computed that twenty-five barrels of 
this wax are weekly shipped from Pittsburg 
to be worked up into chewing-gum. 
It is 
not a very attractive looking substance 
when it has gone through the first refining 
process, but after it haa been reagitated it 
comes out a beautiful pearl white in oolor, 
and is absolutely tasteless. 
The making of 
paraffine is one of the green spot» in the 
desert of refining just now, considering the 
condition of the oil trade. 
It is only withiu 
the past few years that the secondary re­ 
fining process has been accomplished in this 
country. 
The wax was sent to Scotland and 
then shipped back to this country. 
The two 
firms mentioned in New York and Boston 
are now making a good thing out of the 
business.
